Despite the previous announcement

by the family that there would be
no prosecution, Attorney-Gener- al R.
A. Mynatt says he will proceed
agajnst Mr. Strong for the state as
in any other similar case.

In view of this announcement a

grand jury investigation will be made
at an early date, probably next week.
The full facts in tie case, as they can
De deducted, will be presented to the
inauisitorial hodv.

To this time only two wif.nessos to
the shooting have been mentioned. It
is said, however, that when the time
comes another material witness, who
claims to have seen the exchange of
shots, will be presented. This wit-

ness, it is said, is a disinterested par-

ty. The two known witnesses are
Mrs. Rush Strong, wife of the defend-
ant, and Joe Hacker, friend of Mr.

Luttrell, who was with the latter
when the shooting took place.

Incidentally this case, if it gets Into
the courts, will invoke a new law in
Tennessee forcing a wife to testify
for or against her husband in any
criminal case.

Up to 1915 the statute limited the
testimony of a wife for or against
her husband to civil cases only. The
legislature in 1915 passed a:i act ex-

tending this law to criminal case3.
Accordingly, ar wife is forced by law
to testify to or answer any reasonable
questions as to her husband which do
not incriminate her.

At the time of the shooting, Mrs.

Strong is said to have been sitting in
the automobile with her husband, and
is, probably, the closest eye witness
to the shooting and the only witness
who heard the conversation between
Luttrell and Strong preceding the
shooting.
